Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims.

Both prior art cited by applicant disclose cam rotary cutter control where position control 
is carried out on the basis of an electronic cam curve wherein the curve is a cubic 
function , see abstract and fig 5 & 9 of JJP 9-27714 and Miyauchi et al col 5 lines 2-5. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nishihara, Hwang et al, Uchiyam , Suzuki et al, Weller and 
Shimizu et al disclose cam curve.
